3.000-word  essay  on  an  Englleb 
topic  selected  by  the  Dean  and  the 
head  of  the  department. 

A similar  procedure  will  be  used 
to  award  the  Whiteford  medal, 
which  Is  given  for  an  historical 
essay. 

The  McTavish  medal  will  go  to 
the  physics  major  attaining  the 
highest  average  In  all  his  physics 
courses.

Sir: 

Undoubtedly.  ntiUe  a number  of 
Btudcnla  at  Loyola  arc  unaware 
that  they  have  a literary  publica- 
tion called  The  Quartcrlu,  and  that 
Its  success  or  failure  Is  in  dlrecl 
proportion  to  the  Inlore.st  and  co- 
operation of  the  student  body.  Such 
an  unhappy  state  of  affairs  is  not 
peculiar  lo  The  Krerpreen  Quarter- 
ly.  for  it  seems  that  there  is  hut  a 
small  percentage  of  students  who 
form  the  nucleus  of  the  majority  of 
campus  activities. 

Perhaps,  in  one  sense,  the  fault 
may  be  due  to  the  organizations 
(hemselves,  but  if  this  be  the  case. 
11  is  also  true  that  the  defects  can 
be  easily  obviated  by  the  action  of 
the  student  body.  Negative  critic- 
ism has  little  value  unless  It  he 
supported  by  conslrucllvo  advice 
and  aid.  Our  particular  concern 
for  the  moment,  however.  Is  not  the 
whole  of  extrn-currleulnr  activity, 
but  rather  The  f^vergrecn  Quiirlrr- 
ly. 

It  is  a successful  magazine  if  wt- 
can  believe  our  critics.  It  docs  offer 
(remendous  opportunities  to  the 
aspiring  writer.  This  is  immedi- 
ately evident  upon  scanning  our 
mailing  lists  and  consulting  our 
files  of  incomlDg  mall  from  well- 
known  literary  flgures- 

It  can,  nevertheless,  be  improved

Communist  Offenses 

While  Mr.  VIshInsky  craftily 
wields  his  weapons  of  objection  and 
procrastination  at  Lake  Success,  the 
Chinese  Communists  are  commit- 
ting unrepented  indignities  against 
the  honor  of  the  United  Slates.  The 
seizure  of  Angus  Ward  and  William 
N.  Stokes  by  the  quasl-governinenl 
of  Communist  China  is  a serious 
affront  lo  the  government  of  this 
nation.  Some  steps  must  be  taken 
by  the  United  States  if  it  is  to 
hold  the  respect  of  the  Asiatics. 

But  If  we  are  to  act.  that  action 
should  be  effective;  it  must  aim  at 
the  real  cause  of  the  offense.  That 
cause  is  Soviet  Russia.

Pressure  must  be  brought 
to  bear  on  Soviet  Russia. 

Communist  China  hears  only  the 
orders  of  the  Kremlin,  and  Moscow 
will  heed  only  positive  action,  not 
words.
